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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-2, 18-19, 23, 26-29, and 41-43 are pending in the instant application. 
Claims 3-17, 20-22, 24-25, and 30-40 have been canceled. 

Response 

Applicant's response and amendment to the claims filed on 1/13/2010 are 
acknowledged. The rejections and objections made in the previous office action are 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims and response. The double patenting 
rejection is withdrawn in view of the instant application being senior to the copending 
application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to a method of using benzimidazole compounds 
to inhibit MIF and treat rheumatoid arthritis. The expression and/or release of MIF can 
be induced by glucocorticoids andMIF is able to directly antagonize the effects of 
glucocorticoids. See instant specification page 3, approximately lines 22-23. The 
instantly claimed compounds can inhibit MIF. See instant specification pages 92-109, 
wherein in vitro and in vivo assay data of MIF antagonism alone and in the presence of 
glucocorticoid is provided with the percent inhibition. See Tables 1-5, starting on page 
93. The effects of the instantly claimed compounds in murine antigen induced arthritis 
is provided. See instant specification page 102-109. Further see Table 6. Support for 
the use of the instantly claimed compounds in the inhibition of MIF and treatment of 
rheumatoid arthritis can be found in Schacke et al., Expert Opin. Ther. Patents, 2008, 
18(3), 339-352, especially page 343.

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The closest prior art of record is US Pat No 2,418,925, which teaches the 
claimed compounds, but not the method of using the compounds to inhibit MIF and treat 
rheumatoid arthritis associated with MIF. Therefore, the instantly claimed methods are 
allowable over the prior art.
